RETORTS. 

Col. Baker presented the report of the 
private hills committee, reporting the 
preamble proved in the Westminster pri- 
vate bill, and tho bill complete without 
amendment. Report received. 

Mr. Boaven asked tho hon. finance 
minister when the supplementary esti- 
mates would be presented. It had beon 
recommended by the public accounts com- 
mittee that they be presented buforo the 
estimates for itS8!) were discussed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said this was tho 
first he bad heard of any such recommen- 
dation. 

It was then stated that it was the 
recommendation of a former house. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that the supple- 
mentary estimates would probably be 
printed on the following day. 

Mr. Lad net presented the report of tho 
select committee on Rev. Geo. Ditcham's 
chum, recommending that tbe latter be 
issued a crown grant. Report received 
and ordered to be printed. 

Hon. Mr. Kobson presented a return of 
papers in connection with the claim of 
lvinipple& Morris, and Mr. Bennett, C.E. 

TUB UUDOET SPKECU. 

Hon Mr. Turner said: It devolves on 
mo, Mr. Speaker, to move that you do 
leave the chair. It is usual iu this house, 
sir, for the finance minister to deliver at 
this stage of tbe proceeding what is 
known as the Budget Speech. This has 
so long been the custom that it has almost 
become a rule, though 1 believe that in 
legislatures in other provinces and also in 
what I may call tho mother house— the 
House of Commons, London — this speech 
is frequently given at another time, viz., 
when the house considers ways and means. 
I propose, however, to follow tho custom 
here and make my remarks on our finan- 
cial affairs at this time. 1 must confess, 
Mr. Speaker, that 1 approach this with a 
considerable amount of diffidence, it being 
my first attempt in this direction, and J 
must ask the indulgence of hon. members 
on both sides of tho house toward my 
shortcomings. 1 do not, however, wish it 
to bo thought' in asking this that I desire 
to escape criticism ; it is not tho matter, 
but tho manner, that 1 ask you to bear 
with. My intention is to put be- 
fore you, sir, a simple and 
straightforward statement of what 1 
consider to bo the linancial position. 
Taking into consideration tho very care- 
ful way in which the public accounts are 
kept, and the very voluminous and exact 
form in which they aro put forth in the 
financial statement which is in the hands 
of every member of the house, it appears 
to me to bo unnecessary to enlarge on the 
accounts for the current yeai> tho tabu- 
lated forms so clearly explain everything 
in connection therewith. I must, however, 
ask you, sir, to go back to the commence- 
ment of the present financial year, the 1st 
July, 1887. At that time there was a 
liability of the province over assets of 
?359,'836 to be provided for, and at the 
saute time tho estimated expenditure for 
the coming year to bo provided. This 
expenditure was estimated to amount to, 
including supplementary, 8848,484, the 
estimated revenue being 8525,001, or 
$323,823 less" than the expenditure; This 
added to the previous liability amounted 
to $683,059. 1 may here say that this 
largo liability iu a great measure arose 
from the heavy expenditure necessary for 
public works that were calculated to open 
up and benefit tho province, and consider- 
ing the condition of the country it was of 
the utmost importance that these works 
should go on for the benefit 
of tho minor, the agriculturist, 
and, indeed, for the benelit of all the 
people of tho province. Tho government 
of the timo had, therefore, to devise a 
a plan to pay off thiH heavy account and 
provide for the future. That government 
faced the difficulty with commendable 
eourage; it resolved to recommend a loan, 
and as you know, sir, this recommenda- 
tion was ably'supported by this house; 
the Loan Act was passed for $1. 000,000. 
It was lirst proposed, however, though 
launching tho loan for that amount, to 
take up only half of it, the other half to 
be taken up later. But the executive 
soon found that it would be more advan- 
tageous to take up the whole loan at once, 
as by so doing tho bunds would bring a 
higher price and the interest be at n 
lower rate; so it was decided to call for 
the million dollars, or, in more exact 
figures, £205,400. This amount was 
issued and Bold at par, realizing to the 
province net cash hero $D75',955, the 
whole cost for commission, exchange, 
satmps, etc., boing $20,234, and tho in- 
terest is 4\ per cent. 1 cannot help at 
this point "referring to the prov ous n an 
(that of 1877) and contrasting the two. 
Tho 1877 was for £150,0000. It 
sold at a considerable discount, the 
cost of it being for commission, stamps, 
exchange, etc., §41,018, 80 that it realized 
to tho province, cash here, only $08(1,481 r 
and boro interest at por cont. So that 
to obtain for the province §100 net in 
1877 it cost about $0.00 for ex- 
penso, ote., whilst in 1887 tho same 
amount cost §208, and whilst the 
sinking fund and interest 'on tho 1877 
loan of §080,481 amounts to §58,200 
annually, the sinking fund and interest foi 
the 1887 loan of §075,055 amounts to only 
$02,288, and from this for the present 
must be deducted tho interest at 4A per 
cont. on the half of tho loan nut used, as 
that was part, of the arrangement made ill 
taking up the loan. 1 cannot pass this 
without eulogizing the government fur the 
admirable manlier in which this loan was 
affected, and for the wisdom shown in de- 
ciding on a loan at the right time. In 
doing this I wish to say that 1 was not 
connected with the government tit that 
time, so that there is no self-laudation in 
these remarks. The credit is duo to the 
Hon. Mr. Robspn and to another gentle- 
man, whoso enforced absence from the 
house every member sincerely regrets. I 
refer to the Hon. Mr. Davie, who we 
hope soon to see again in his place. Tho 
successful way In winch this loan was 
launched shows clearly tho greatly im- 
proved crodit of the province in the ltist 
ten years. This improvement; is no doubt 
largely due to good government, as the 
credit of a country largely hinges on that, 
and to-day its credit has still further ad- 
vanced. When this loan was proposed to 
tho house 1 well remember the direful 
forebodings of tho gentlemen of the oppo- 
sition respecting it. Most of them 
were sure that tho government was 
not capable of launching it properly. 
They were certain that the expenses on i f . 
would bo enormous; that tho finance min- 
ister or his friends would at any rate make 
a fortune out of it, and further, that if 
the money was got, it would all bo waste- 
fully expended ill the fust year. One 
hon, gentleman in particular was sure that 
not only would it all bo spent, before the 
30th of Juno, 1888, but in addition . tho 



province would be §500,000 more on tho 
wrong Bide of the account. The organ of 
that party assorted that tho London agent 
of tho provinco, my partner, would claim 
fully §40,000, to be divided with mo. 
This, 1 am sorry to say, has not been tho 
case. (Laughter.) It is also stated that 
all the loan would bo expended before the 
end of this year. 1 am happy to bo able 
to dissipate these forebodings, and to com- 
fort these gentleman and their organ by 
showing them that not only is the loan 
not all expended, but instead of that the 
province, after paying all the liabilities 1 
at first referred to, will have to its credit 
on the 30th June next about §430,000 or 
§440,000, and possibly much more. 1 
am sure, sir, that these hon. gentlemen 
ou learning this will bo inclined, instead 
of censuring the government as they pro- 
nose, to pass instead u vote of congratu- 
lation to that government. I can tell 
those gentlemen still further that 
at tho end of another linancial year, 
which we are to provide for now, 
that is on tho 30th of Juno, 1.880. Tho 
provinco will have well on to §250,000 at 
least to its credit. 1 hope these gentle- 
men will, however, be able to keep their 
exuberant delight within bounds when 
they are positively assured of this irood 
position of affairs. I will now refer to tho 
estimates of revenue and expenditure for 
the year ending 30th of June, 1880, tak- 
ing first the receipts. We estimate tho 
total iib §001,381, or an increase ovor es- 
timated revenue of the present year of 
§75,720. This increase arises under the 
heads of timber royalty, real and personal 
property fax, and refund from municipal- 
ities of school charges. These estimates 
have been inado with tho utmost care and 
after gieat consideration, and are, I be- 
lieve, rather under than over-estimated, 
1 believe that it is a serious mistake to 
over-estimate revenue. The system of 
over estimating revenue has boon the reg- 
ular plan of almost every government, 
and it tends, in my opinion, to bad re- 
sults. The Provincial revenue tax, it 
will be observed, is estimated tho same as 
for the prov ions year. I behove, how 
ever that we will probably collect *more 
The reason for this item appealing to 
stand still for tho last three yea ft, arises 
from the great decrease in our Chinese 
population. From tho best authority we 
have on the subject there were 10,000 
Chinamen in the country three years ago; 
there tire now not over 8,000. Only 12i' 
new arrivals of Chinamen are reported 
for last year, and 180 returned who held 
certificates. On the other hand 1 learn 
from the same authority that about 10,- 

000 whites were added to our population 
in 1887. 1 do not think it necessary to 
go inoro into detail respecting revenue, 
and I will now, with your permission, 
turn to the estimated expenditure. This 
shows a total of 8789,830, being an in 
crease over 1887-8 of §70,151, and it is 
§188,455 ovor the estimated receipts. This 
is an apparent increase over expenditure 
of the present year. In fact, however, it 
is a smaller expenditure, as in tho present 
year we have heavy supplementary esti- 
mates to add, I have no doubt that 
gentlemen opposite will foelinely depre- 
eato this expenditure over income occur- 
ing — and I feel myself that it is nut a 
desirable state of tilings; but, as will bo 
seen by the estimates, tho disparity 1 
twoen the receipt and expenditure has 
been considerably lessened. Tho com 
mencement is now made towards bringing 
them nearer together, and 1 believe that 
with a vigorous and careful collection of 
all tho revenue, and carefiTT~e.\peiiditure, 
wo shall soon get the finances into the 
position of making both ends meet, if that 
ia desirable. At the same time I confess 
that the condition of our province is such 
as to make this a difficult matter. When 
we consider the vast extent of the country, 
and tho endless demands from all parts 
for roads, bridges, schools, and, 1 am 
sorry to say, also for constables and gauls, 
it will bo readily seen that it is a province 
that requires a largo expenditure in ordor 
to open it up and improve it. TheS'i ex- 
penses with its limited population point 
to tho fact that if all wants were supplied 
there must either be more taxation 
or further loans. The lirst of 
these is undeniable and always 
unpopular, though 1 must say that J 
think our taxation is not heavy, particu- 
larly when wo compare it with tho ad- 
joining country or some other provinces. 
In New Zealand taxation amounts to £3 
14s. 2d., about §18.50 per head of popu- 
lation. Hero it is not over, I think, 
§2. 50 per head of white population. On the 
other hand, loans if carried too far must 
have a tendency to reduce our credit and 
in the end also increase taxation, unless 
the money can be so applied as to cause 
prosperity in tho country and an increase 
of population. I think that just now we 
should be content to limit our wants for a 
little, and Bee the beneficial results that 
should arise from the expenditure already 
made, ur that we can fairly still make for 
tho good of tho province, Yet I find 
that hon. gentlemen complain of the 
smallness of expenditure in many dis- 
tricts, and ono hon. gentleman had pro- 
mised quite recently that at least §50,000 
.should bo expended in his district this 
year, — this district, 1 may casually re- 
mark, gives a revenue of about §1,500! If 
the expenditure were to be carried out on 
this scale, to what position would 
the province come? I will now 
go into tho estimated expenditure 
a little more in detail in reference to the 
increase under several heads: I tint! on 
public dobt tho increase is §20.288; this 
arises front tho interest and sinking fund 
being charged on the whole of the million 
dollar loan, whereas in last year's esti- 
mates the interest and sinking fund was 
for only half the loan. Under tho head of 
civil government salaries, the increase is 
§8,800; this is more apparent than real, as 
far as this department is concerned. A 
considerable portion of it arises from what 
in former years appeared as temporary 
services, being now placed on the perma- 
nent staff. I may say that though former- 
ly classed as temporary it virtually was 
regularly employed. This change ac- 
counts for §2,100. 'Tho requirements at 
the printing otlieo account for §1,000. 
Tho transfer of mining inspector, trans 
ferret! from administration of justice, is 
§1,200 more. 'The now officers tire assessor 
and collector at New Westminster and 
assistant at same place, and forestry in- 
spector 81,010, tho actual increase 
to salaries for the old officers in this de- 
partment being only §1,200. Iu adminis- 
tration of justice salaries, the increase 
hero ovor 1887 arises in tho same way, tho 
increase to existing salaries being trilling; 
but owing to new mining and otlior dis- 
tricts being opened up it becamo abso- 
lutely necessary to appoint now officers. 
For instance, additional constables at 
Rock croek and Granite creek §2,400; 
Kr.otoriay lake §1,200; Kamloops, §720; 
constable at Uhemaiiius, §720; stipendiary 
magistrates at Yale land New Westmins- 
ter, ?1,000; and other smaller appoint- 
ments, and ono for shorthand writers. It 
will from this bo scon that the increase as 
before niontionod, to existing salaries is 
very small, Tho cost of this department, 

1 sin sorry to Bay, steadily increases. It 
is, to a cortain extent, un expenditure on 
account of our criminals. If we take tho

LONDON, April 9. — In the House of 
Commons to-night when a motion was 
made to pay a salary to Cul King-Harmon, 
Under Secretary for Ireland, Justin Mc- 
Carthy objected to it, and moved to ad- 
journ tho debate on tho motion. Among 
the government benches no notice was 
taken of McCarthy's objection or motion. 
Thomas O'Connor then protested against 
tho manner in which the government 
studiously ignored the objection of tile 
Irish members to conceding a salary to an 
under secretary. Win. Smith, the gov- 
ernment loader, replied, and said he saw 
no reason for refusing tho salary, that it 
was customary and that the objections re- 
quired no answor. Tho motion for ad- 
journment was then put and defeated by a 
vote of 169 to 104. The motion for allow- 
ing the salary was put the house. O'Con- 
nor declared the Parnellites would oppose 
it at every stage. Tho motion carried by 
vote of 184 to '109. 

The house then wont into committee of 
the whole on the budget resolutions. 

Gladstone said ho commended the bud- 
get as a whole, but the subject of new 
taxation demanded close scrutiny. 

Goschen thanked Gladstone for his 
complimentary criticism, and said since 
he had upheld tho whole budget he 
(Goschen) trusted that tho house would 
accept it.

Dublin, April 9.— At Killrush, County 
Glare, Sunday afternoon, six thousand 
persons assembled to participate in the 
proclaimed meeting of the National 
League that was announced to bo hold 
there. Almost as soon as they assembled 
tbe polico, who had beon awaiting their 
movements, charged upon them and in- 
jured a number of them. They also de- 
molished the triumphal arches that had 
been erected and treated the crowd in a 
very rough manner. A riot seemed im- 
minent and the Berkshire regiment which 
had been sent there for the occasion, with 
bayonets fixed, charged upon the crowd, 
wounding many of them. They succeeded 
in restoring order and finally "tho peuplo 
dispersed. 

A 1'li.OCLAMATION BURNED. 

AtMacroom, County Cork, Dr. Tanner, 
M.P., attempted to hold a meeting of the 
League, which had been proclaimed, but 
he was ejected by the police, and the 
meeting broken up. Tho Doctor burned 
a copy of the government proclamation.

Ho denounced tho officers as 
cowards for not arresting him instead of 
maltreating tho people.

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THE BUDGET SPEECH. 



In another column will bo found the 
Finance Minister's speech dealing with 
tho financial position of the province, its 
standing to-day and tho requirements for 
tho future, and wo believe it will be found 
eminently satisfactory to tho people of 
this province. Every reader who is iden- 
tified with British Columbia should give 
it a careful perusal. Tho Opposition and 
thoir organ have long been sowing, how- 
ever vainly, the soeds of discontent and 
declaring that bluo ruin stared usin the face 
that the $1,000,000 loan had almost all 
vanished and that corruption reigned su- 
prome at James Bay. Every minister 
was incapable, and all were simply endeav- 
oring to aggrandize themselves at the ex- 
pense of the country. In answer to these 
jeremiads comoa the clear, practical speech 
of tho Hon. Mr. Turner, which lie proud 
ly Haunts in the face of tho detractors of 
the government and challenges them to 
disprove it. We have over and ove 
again denied the statements of tho Time 
as to the present condition of the §1,000,- 
000 loan, and that sheet has wil 
fully and persistently continued ti 
make assertions in that regard which 
it must have known to bo untrue. 
Wo have asked our contemporary to en- 
quire at the bank as to the amount lying 
on 'deposit to the credit of the Province 
and have been met w ith sweeping assertii ilis 
which it would he charitable to term l ock 
less. The fact that £150,000 of the loan 
ia still on hand was amply demonstrated 
by the Finance Minister yesterday. The 
circumstances connected with the raisin 
of the loan, indicating tho high credit of 
tho Province abroad, were told, and th 
contrast with tho loan of 1877 very 
markedly shown. Tho Finance Minister's 
clear exposition of the estimates of 
revenue and expenditure was so convinc- 
ing that oven the leader of the Opposition, 
whose capacity for technical fault-finding is 
unbounded, labored in his speech like a 
distressed ship in a stormy sea. The 
BpBech of Mr. Turner was one of hope; 
that of Mr. Beaven bit despair. The 
former, in keeping with the policy 
of the government of which he 
a member, looked forward to the 
progress of the country through liberal, 
and wise expenditures, to tho opening up 
of the interior, tho providing necessary 
public works, the placing within tho easy 
reach of all educational privileges of 
suitable character, of, in short, advancin 
the destinies of the province in keeping 
with its growing importance; To lie idly 
on our oars at this time when " progress ' 
is tho watchword evory where would be 
the veriest folly; money must bo spei;t, 
and spent judiciously, if wo aro to soo our 
hopes realized. Mr. Beaven cannot be 
said to have shone in his speech yesterday 
and really failed to find any vulnerable 
point of attack in that of tho Finance 
Minister. We heartily commend them 
both to our readers this morning and trust 
they will obtain that earnest considera- 
tion which tho question at issue demands! 
Each citizen has an interest in tho finan- 
cial status of tho country in which ho 
lives, and in tho admirable speech of the 
Hon. Mr. Turner, the fullest information 
will bo found. To repeat it, howovoi 
succinctly, hero would bo a waste of time 
and space. It speaks for itself. Mr, 
Beavon, of course, had to speak and did si 
in such a halting, illogical mantior hb t< 
load to the supposition that tho task be 
foro him was anything but an agreeable 
ono. After an essay on "Hggors" by Mr 
Grant; the House immediately went into 
committee of supply— a rather unusual 
proceeding, suggestive of tho fact that the 
supply of Opposition powder and shot had 
given out.

THE ENGLISHMAN WON. 

An amusing story is told in connection 
with an English officer who recently 
passed through Bolfort, a well-known 
fortress in Franco. Provided with letters 
of introduction to tho officer in command, 
ho was troated with groat distinction, and 
among othor interesting experiments h 
was invited to witness the efficiency »f 
"tho dog corps," thoir training quarters 
' being at that strom/hold. Tho dogs are 
hugo aniinals.mainly of the staghound and 
coolio breed, crossed with tho English bull- 
dog. To strangers tlioy are very ferocious, 



ind every day they aro shown soldiers in 
German uniform and are expected to 
fly at thorn, being at first withheld 
by a strong chain. This lesson being 
thoroughly learned tho dogs aro taken to 
tho outposts near one of the small re 
doubts that environ tho city, and each one 
is attached to a sentinel. Sometimes a 
sham Gorman creeps up or saunters along. 
The dogs fly after him with such zest that, 
as a rule, tho soldier has to take to the 
noarost troo for safety. Tho English olli- 
cur appeared to be much pleased with the 
result, but was very skeptical when the 
Frenchmen claimed' that they could send 
tho dogs from tho outpost to advanced 
patrols with messages and receive an an- 
swer in duo course of time. The English- 
man doubted tho statement to such a 
point us to lead to an animated discus- 
sion, and a wager for a punch and cigars, 
the experiment to be made on the fol- 
lowing morning. The French officers 
came to the rendezvous in carts especially 
constructed for the transportation of the 
dogs, and wrote their messages and at- 
tached them to the collar in a small 
leather pocket-book. The Englishman 
looked on with a quizzical smile and ap- 
peared highly amused, when, under in- 
structions, tho dogs .started off at 
a run to various points on the advanced 
line where were stationed tho patrols. 
The hounds ran true for a couple of hun- 
dred yards, when, to the astonishment of 
tho Frenchman, they all broke oil' at a 
tangent and began running round in a 
large circle in a stato of furious excitement. 
The instructors went to investigate the 
matter, but could see no reason for the 
dogs' strange movements. After some 
trouble and delay they were brought back 
to the starting point and were again re- 
leased, with a similar result. The Eng- 
lishman won his wager by rising early in 
the morning and cantering around the cir- 
cle trailing an aniseed-bag behind him. 
The hounds, true to their instinct, forgot 
their military training on striking the sup- 
posed scent of some animal and immedi- 
ately followed it, much to tho discomfit- 
ure of the staff of "tho dog corps."

stricted to provincial architects with the 
distinct understanding thai competitors 
should be .strictly buuml down to a 835,- 
000 building by advertising for tenders 
until a building of that cost is found, and 
no perspective views or coloring of elova 
turns shall bo permitted, except the usual 
coloring to mark tho different materials 
used on the floor plans. Tho plans should 
be submitted to a committee of three arch- 
itects and two physicians of good standing 
and of no connection with the province, 
and the successful competitor shall be en- 
titled tu tho usual architectural remunera- 
tion. By these means a fair and impar- 
tial and intelligent conclusion would be ar- 
rived at and an inducement would be 
given tfi architects to create something 
worthy of tho city and themselves. In 
conclusion 1 would suggest thai, tho medi- 
cal men of the city bo consulted as to the 
amou t of accomodation required, as they 
aro most qualified to judge.

Thero was an advertisement in the daily 
papers inviting architects to cwmpoto for 
plans for the "New Jubilee Hospital," 
such plans to bu delivered under cover to 
the secretary of the building committee 
by 12 noon, 7th December, 1887. No 
name or address was to appear on tho 
wrappers, or covorings, but a distinctive 
motto to bo on each. Such plans woro 
not to exceed a eoBt of §115,000. Now 
it is a well known fact that at least ono 
plan, if not more, was received several 
days after tho advertised time; and, fur- 
thermore, that tho name and addvesf in 
full were on the wrapper of the plan, which 
is ono of the two chosen by tho commit- 
tee, both of which phuis, if built as they 
now stand, would each cost at i„«fione 
hundred thousand dollars ! 1 would, 
therefore, auk if it is right for tho com- 
mittee, after laying down hard and fast 
linos, and putting architects to the labor 
and expense of getting up plans 
with tho idea that they would 
rucoive fair and impartial consid- 
eration to ignore thoir own rule* laid 
down, and instead of discarding all plans 
that did not comply with thereijuirod reg- 
ulations to adopt plans costing nearly 
three times tho specified amount to erect, 
to tho exclusion of those who havij had to 
wpuoo/.u a $75,000 building into a #:15,000 
ono, and in thus complying with tho rules 
wore unable to make as good a show as a 
man who takes $100,000 as a basis to work 
on.

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A VICTIf OF COCAINE 

Gives IIli KxpoVlence with tho Fiixo'iiiiU 
Iiir Drue, — Nursed Riush tn Health. 

Dr. Qliarles D. Bradley's name fhut 
r&me into undesirable prominence in N' 
vembor, 1885, when lie was arrested 
charged with being insane through execa- 
live indulgence In UjOrphlnu mul cocaine, 
the latter a powerful narcotic of which 
up to that time little hud been heard. He 
was taken before Judgo Prendefgast. was 
declared to lw insane, and given a sen- 
tence of three months in the Washing: 
Ionian home. After a fortnight's stay ut 
'the home Dr. Bradley went to Canada, 
his old home, where lie gave himself up 
entirely to the demands of the drug, the 
fascinations of which completely en- 
thralled him. Practice anil home were 
, gone, and he gave free rein to his vice. 
He returned to Chicago and was sent to 
tho insane asylum, where a complete cure 
was effected; and he resumed his practice, 
only to find himself deserted by his 
clients and his reputation impaired. 

Consolation for the reverses camo with 
cocaine, to which ho again became a 
victim, and there were months when he 
absolutely lived in the Htate of mind it 
produced, securing it by hook or crook 
x until his last possession was gone and ld- 
family beggared. 

The physician went to the gutter, an 1 
a year ago was begging for cocaine nl. 
drug stores or seeming it by fictitious 
orders on druggists. Then he disap- 
peared. He wits occasionally heard from 
in Canada and the ua.-'t until last fall, 
when the papers recorded bis arrest in 
New York city for endeavoring to obtain 
a supply of cocaine by representing him- 
self as a messenger sent from one phy- 
sician to another. In the police court 
the gaunt, emaciated, ragged man told 
his story of want and woo. and the 
causes which brought them about. Ai 
tout lime ho was using sixty grains of 
cocaine a day. He was sent to Bellevue 
hospital to die. There ho was found by 
the manager of the Christian home, 
where he was nursed back to mental and 
physical vigor. 

Dr. Bradley was reluctant to dwell on 
tho episodes thus briefly given, but con- 
versed freely on other circumstances of 
his life. 

"Until 1885 there was nothing to dim 
my prospects," said Dr. Bradley. "It 
was in that year that cocaine w as first 
brought to notice through a German 
physician, but it was only known ua •. 
practical anaesthetic in operation by 
'.enlists. There was no method known 
for using it for other purposes. I was 
l in- first man to discover that it could be 
otherwise used — in fact, to take the place 
of i fher or chloroform. That discovery, 
So important to tho world, was most un- 
fortunate for me. When I announced 
my discovery physicians laughed and de- 
clared T was crazy. I wrote a letter to 
Msr or Harrison asking him to appoint a 
medical commission to inquire into the 
value of my discovery, which was the 
administration of cocaine hypodermic- 
ally. 1 first utilized my discovery by 
tc&ting it on a cat. 1 dissected a leg of 
a cat, exposing tissues and muscles, and 
l;e;->t tho animal on my desk for hours 
watching the circulation. Thero.was n 
p Li, the drug exercuing a soothing 

"Xext I began experimenting on my- 
tclf. I found that the aniesthotio influ- 
ence of cocaine is limited. I experi- 
!.:. :;ted on myself again and again to 6ee 
.j.isl how far this limit extended, and 
Ipurned ju.st where, when and how to 
give injections. Physicians then be- 
lieved I lmt the effects of the drag were 
:;.::iiar to those of morphine. To dis- 
1 ro vo' tins I tried actual cautery by ap- 
plying to my body red hot irons, but I 
i It no pain, and there was not the 
! h. ;Llest sensation as tho flesh withered 
under tho heated irons. For three 
months every day for a half hour I ex- 
perimented with !he drug, nnd often 
] .:w?td several hours of the night in its 
otflidy before a mirror, watching its cf- 
J . t on myself. But I never realized 
lliat it was obtaining a mastery over me. 
Jts fascinating powers were unknown to 
I lie, profession. I was thunderstruck when 
1 found that tho drug was absolutely 
necessary to my mind and body. I be- 
lieve 1 could have conquered the hnbit 
l hen were it not for a misunderstanding 
with the man from whom I rented my 
I:;. me. He wanted his house, and when 
J refined to vacate it my weakness was 
made a point by which I was dragged 
into an insane court. Persecution and 
1 uLlicity drove me to desperate extremes. 
At tho Washingtouian homo ' no one 
know how to treat my disease. Every- 
IjoUy knows tho rest — how I went to the 
; titter and lost everything." 

••With all your experience with co- 
caine, how do you now regard it ?" asked 
the reporter. 

•*I think it is a grand drug, with re- 
markable properties, and destined to take 
the place of ether and chloroform. It can 
lie used without danger of death. It 
produces no nausea or prostration. It is 
a great specific for nervous diseases, for 
certain diseases of the spine, for paralysis, 
for tetanus, hydrophobia and other con- 
vulsive diseases. It will unite with other 
anti-spitsmodics and intensify their ac- 
tion. I think I know more about cocaine 
llian most men, but I have no compre- 
hensive idea of its possibilities. Sci- 
entists are only in the experimental stage 
with it." 

"What are tho effects of the drug?" 
, "To liegin with, it is like the effects of 
any stimulant at certain stages, but it is 
not stupefying, as is opium. Tho person 
taking it has a feeling that everything is 
lovely and serene, of perfect content- 
ment and universal satisfaction. All 
things seem perfect. There are nono of 
the frightful illusions which como from 
hqiliu: or other stimulants. Excessive 
euaiitities, though, cause great irritabil- 
ity . The duration of the effect is about 
two In tirs, and is succeeded by a feeling 
i '' dej . -.-sic in and exhaustion. But there 
i.; none of the disturlwince of the mind or 
nervous system that follows drunken- 
ness. The victim loses all strength after 
i icli indulgence, and there lies the chie 
i iiigvV in using cocaine. It weakens tin 
>• ;io;i of the heart, making Budden strains 
ni' excitements dangerous, as was ex- 
pliliod in the sudden death of a physi- 
a. who engaged in a quarrel with :. 
1 Mkfr last year and fell dead during tin 
i, ::n«J. He used cocaine. The effects 
1 ' did habit are degrading. It will deaden 
■ luun'j perception of right, just tin 
as whisky, and pull a, victim tlowi

ministration of justice other than salaries, 
it amounts t:. $115,696, which is approxi- 
mate to tho vote for educational 
purposes. I do not wish to insinuate 
that tho criminal inoroasu and education 
are at all connected, but certainly we 
hope that with our large expenditure on 
education to soon see as a result the 
diminution of cost for criminals. In hos- 
pitals and charities there is an increase of 
*},000, being §1,000 for Vancouver, $500 
for Kamloops. and convalescent homo at 
Victoria §2000, the New Westminster 
vote being ST>0D less. 1 may say, sir, that 
the convalescent homo is really a pro- 
vincial one, as the inmates are from all 
parts of tho province. For education 
there is gll/J-lO increase, arising from re- 
quirement for ten new schools. Against 
this may be taken the refund which ap- 
pears in the estimates of revenue ofSU, 1-tO 
'fo add to the large amount of this vote 
is the cost of building ten new schools for 
$24,075, which appear under another 
head. 1 cannot hut feel that the cost of 
education is excessive for tho number of 
our population. 1 hope that the very 
admirable system which prevails now will 
prove as advantageous as its promoters 
believe it will, and I am sure this vote 
will be approved by both sides of the 
house. (Hear, hear). In public works 
a slight reduction of .s!>,lL'f> appears under 
this head. Still, L think, in going over 
particulars if the work to be done, it will 
be seen that it is large in amount and 
beneficial in character, and calculated to 
help to improve and develop our province, | 
A very large expenditure has been made 
in this direction for several years past, so 
that districts generally are fairly supplied 
with roads. Miscellaneous: ["he increase 
under this head arises mainly from the vote 
for tho Jubilee hospital. In fact, if we 
compare British Columbia with other 
countries it will be found we are much 
better provided with roads than most of I 
the rest of this continent, yet it is some- | 
times said that British Columbians are not 
progressive. Well, sir, in liber- 
al their expenditure for roads 
and public works, for opening 
up the country, and for education 
they are, 1 think, in the very front rank 
of progressive people. It is difficult any- 
where to find a country where such "rent 
works have been carried out by so small a 
population, and t his is an evidence of our 
intelligence and energy and unselfishness. 
(Hear, hear.) I have now, sir, gone 
thn nigh t he principal items of expend it uro 
and will only again briefly allude to the 
prospect of the position of financial mat- 
lei's for the year commencing 1st July, 
1888, and ending June 30, 188!). We 
shall commence that year with $4U),000 
to $450,000 at least on the right side. 
The estimated expenditure is $188, 4 
455 over revenue, so that on 
30th .June, 1881). we shall still have 
a credit balance of at least $230,000 to 
§240,000. 1 think, Mr. Speaker, that 
with such a showing, we have reason to 
congratulate ourselves. I must at this 
point call your attention to tin: progress 
of the province which is shown -by the 
steady increase of revenue: In 1881 the 
total revenue was $397,035; in LS82, 
$405,583; in 1880, §514, 71.'); and in 1887, 
§037,3.')5. This increase looks healthy; 
but the real increase of revenue is greater 
than what these figures show. As you 
know, Mr. Speaker, a large part of this 
revenue is fixed. I refer to that part re- 
ceived from the Dominion. In lb81 and 
1882 the amount so received was §208,- 
000, so that the actual revenue produced 
by the province in those years was respec- 
tively, after deducting the amount re- 
ceived from the Dominion — the actual 
revenue, 1 say, was $189,035 and $1!I8,- 
585, whilst, if we deduct the part revenue 
from the Dominion from 1881! and 1887, 
it leaves our revenue which is produced 
by the province as §302,50!) and $325,184 
or an increase of nearly 75 per cent. 
1 will, however, trespass on the pa- 
tience of the house no longer, I am 
aware that many gentlemen are nervously 
anxious to get their turn at the debate. 
According to old-established custom this 
is the opportunity during the session in 
which lion, members can freely express' 
their views arid state their grievances ir- 
respective of the actual resolution before 
them, 'fhe membOLS of the government 
have been threatened with a terrific ex- 
posure at this time; it has been held up 
before their imagination by members op- 
posite during the whole of this session as 
a time when all their shortcomings would 
be visited on them. 1 feel, sir, that every 
member of the government and the gov- 
ernment supporters arc delighted that the 
gentlemen opposite may now have as much 
liberty as they desire, and I feel that we 
all on this side of the house await the tur- 
i'ilio explosion With the lilosu comfortable 
composure. 'fhe lion, gentleman con- 
cluded by moving that Air. Speaker do 
now leave tho chair, and resumed his seat 
amidst applause. 

Mr. Beaveu said that after tho very 
temperate address of thu minister of 
finance, he would not follow out the 
course of attack which that lion, gentle- 
man had predicted. He, however, was 
astray in some of his figures. There was not 
a healthy increase in the revenue, as was 
shown by the figures. The revenue for 1882 
for the first half year was §200,000. 'fhe 
re I ti li is for the first six months of the present 
year were §2-15,000, $35,000 of which was 
Composed of §25,000 forfeit from the 
Kootenay railway and §10,000 for inter- 
est, leaving actual revenue §210,000, 
which he did not think a very healthy in- 
crease. Tho statement was made that 
there would be $240,000 at the credit of 
the province at the etui of the fiscal year 
1888 !). By deducting supplementary es- 
timates and other amounts provided for 
there would bo little of that sum left. 
He would predict, moreover, that such 
would not bo the case, and that there 
would be an overdraft at the bank. 

(Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Hear, hear, 
that's correct). 

Hon. Mr. Turner — You don't hope so ? 
Mr. Beaven — 1 merely take your fig- 
ures. He thought the management of 
the finances of the provineo by the pres- 
ent government was the principal fault 
against them. They had had a good 
chance to make a good record. But they 
had last year asked "anil secured a million 
loan, promising to use but half of it; the 
balance sheet, however, showed that they 
bad but §450,000 of the loan on hand. 
It would be seen that every session they 
came down to the house with an erron- 
eous statement. The provincial secret ry 
could not deny it, for it w as in print. 
The amount of actual revenue received by 
the present government while in office 
wiu §2,000,000, while the amount ex- 
pended since February, 1883, was the 
sum of §3,442,000, an c.tccss over revenue 
of §842,000. They had sold the dry dock 
and borrowed a million dollars to secure 
revenue. It was claimufl that they had 
done a great dual for the country, 
nit this was not so. No land 
surveys had been niiidu to forward 
settlement, 'fhe increase of governing 
the country was nearly 100 per cent, over 
that when they came into otlieo in 1883. 
Administration of justice and civil gov- 
ernment salaries had increased from §80,- 
000 in 1883 to §150,000, the present es- 
timate— an increase of §70,000. The in- 
crease in these departments was very 
great. The dccreiiso promised was in the 
construction of public works. This gov- 
ernment was unjust to thei;' predecessors 
in ollico. Tho latter had promised tho 
country to keep within tho revenue and 
had faithfully carried their promise out. 
But the present government, if they prac- 
ticed this policy would not have $1,000 to 
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spend in public works, Thu' estimutod 
revenue was too groat, and he felt suro 
they would have to go to a haul: for an 



overdraft. He wondered how long hon. 
gentleman opposite would remain in of- 
fice if tho3' had not a dollar to spend in 
public works I If they kept on running 
the province in the present reckless man- 
ner, there would a time como when the 
borrowing capacity of the provineo would 
stop. They had borrowed money and in- 
creased taxation, and it would soon havo 
to stop. It was the fact of this increased 
taxation and borrowing which proved the 
unjust treatment of former a government, 
which had kept within the revenue. The 
present finance minister was not respon- 
sible for the estimates of 1887, but the pro- 
vincial secretary was and in tho estimated 
amounts for that fiscal year, in various 
items there was a large decrease in the 
amounts rooived, altogether §05,000, out 
of tho actual revenue of §540,000. How 
was it then possible to place confidence 
in the figures placed before the house. 
While they over-estimated tho revenue 
they under-estimated the expenditure. 
They were to have received millions of 
dollars from the sale of lands on English 
Bay, and they would havo done so had 
the scheme been handled in a business 
like manner, but any Siwash could havo 
done bet ter. They should have kept al- 
ternate blocks or lots in the townsite and 
then would havo derived a large revonuc 
from their sale. Instead they had given 
0,000 acres and had only retained land at 
English Bay far from the central townsite. 
It had been stated that there was but an 
increase in salaries of §1,200, but for civil 
government salaries there was voted §75,- 
000, while last year there was but §04,- 
0i)0. "In the administration of justicto here 
was also a large discrepancy, tho actual 
expenditure being §00,000, and the vote 
nsked wis §75,000. He would like to 
know where the §1,200 dollars camo in? 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that he had re- 
ferred to civil government salaries. The 
increase of §8,800 was moreapparont than 
real. It was caused by the transposition 
of amounts from other departments which, 
if deducted, would come to the figure ho 
had quoted, §1,200. 

Mr. Beaven did not understand that 
way of figuring. Lumping the two de- 
partments they were as follows : 1887-8, 
§131,188; 1888-9, $150,066. 

Hon. Mr. Turner did not claim there 
was a decrease in the administration of 
justice. It was of civil government he 
had spoken. 

Mr. Beaven •Comparing both years' 
estimates it would be seen that thero was 
an increase in the estimates of over $20,- 
000. He would not go further into the 
figures, for he thought he had shown their 
incorrectness, It was claimed that there 
would be an increase in revenue of some 
§75,000; lint, s20,000 of the increased tax- 
ation would go to salaries. There was a 
decrease ill the estimated amount of pro- 
vincial revenue tax of §10,000. There 
was an increased estimate of timber 
royalty, it now being placed at $30,000. 
But he thought there would provo to bo 
a deficit, at the end of the year. How- 
ever, he thought that he had shown that 
the government were unfair in their esti- 
mates; to piove their sincerity ho would 
move at a later stage that a tax bo im- 
posed. 

.Mr. Beaven resumed his seat amid sil- 
ence. 

Mr. Grant claimed that the present 
government were not capable of handling 
the million dollar loan. They had stated 
that they would require but ' §500,000 of 
the amount, but at the end of six mouths 
they had spent §50,000 more than the 
half million, fhe present government 
in six years will have had at tho end of 
the coming fiscal year some two million 
of dollars over that which was received 
during the six years previous. Great 
claim was made about the expenditure on 
public works, but there had boon but 
§1,100,000 expended for public works, 
though they had had two millions more to 
handle. A refund of §12,000 was placed 
in the estimated revenue from munici- 
palities on the head of schools. He 
thought the placing of one-third tho ex- 
penditure of education on the munici- 
palities was unfair, 'fhe cost of education 
in outlying districts was double per 
head of that in the municipalities 
mid he could not. sec why the}' should be 
called upon to bear an unjust burden. 
There were many items he would like to 
see increased in the estimates; although 
they might accuse him of deprecating the 
expenditure and yet of seeking to increase 
it. lie did not think the receipts 
showed an amount of revenue collected 
commensurate with increased population 
and values, lie could not understand, 
after the 1> asled increase of population, 
why the revenue should not likewise in- 
crease, lie would again impress upon tho 
house tho figures he had previously quot- 
ed -those showing that thn present gov- 
ernment will have received in six years 
two millions more than the previous gov- 
ernment, in a similar period, and yet tho 
amount expended did not make a favor- 
able showing. 

Mr. Speaker put the motion that ho do 
leave the chair, and there being no furthor 
effort at discussion it carried. 

Ibijise went into committee of supply, 
Mr. Iliggins in the chair. 

After passing items to tho ond of State- 
ment C, the committee reported progress 
and will sit again. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved the adjourn- 
ment of the house untill two o'clook Tuos- 
day.
